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The  following  reports  the  activities  of  the  Faculty  of  Nursing 
for  the  academic  year  1984-85.  The  Faculty  continues  to  contribute 
to  the  teaching,  and  scholarly  and  professional  activity  expected  of 
the  University  through  undergraduate  education,  graduate  study  and 
research  and  continuing  education  for  nurses.  Following  a  general  over¬ 
view  of  Faculty  activity  for  1984-85,  each  of  these  Programmes  is 
reported  in  greater  detail;  listings  of  research,  publications  and 
papers  presented  may  be  found  in  appendices. 

Total  enrolment  in  Faculty  Programmes  remained  at  about  the 
same  level  as  previous  years:  423  in  full  and  part-time  study  (355 

undergraduate  and  68  graduate).  Participation  in  Continuing  Education 
programmes  showed  a  slight  decline  from  939  in  1983-84  to  702  in  1984- 
85. 

The  degree,  B.Sc.N.,  was  awarded  to  88  persons  in  1985.  Ten  of 
these  achieved  honours  standing  and  were  enrolled  in  the  Dean's  Honours 
List,  as  follows:

A  total  of  16  persons  were  awarded  the  degree,  M.Sc.N.,  bringing  to 
146  the  total  of  M.Sc.N.  graduates  since  the  inception  of  the  Master's 
Programme  in  1970. 

This  year  has  been  full  and  challenging  for  the  Faculty.  As 
noted  in  last  year's  Annual  Report  the  work  of  the  Faculty  was  under 
regular  internal  review  through  the  Provost's  Office.  The  report  of 
this  review  was  received  in  early  autumn  by  the  Faculty  and  by  the 
Academic  Affairs  Committee  of  Governing  Council.  The  Faculty's  goals 
and  priorities  were  reaffirmed  thus  giving  high  priority  to  research 
activities.  The  review  also  recommended  maintenance  of  the  present 
undergraduate  and  graduate  programmes  and  the  development  of  a  Ph.D. 
in  Nursing.  Plans  are  now  proceeding  toward  these  goals.  As  noted  below, 
the  required  review  of  the  Graduate  Department  of  Nursing  by  the  Ontario 
Council  of  Graduate  Studies  (OCGS)  initiated  in  1983-84,  is  in  its 
second  phase  and  the  report  is  expected  in  coming  months. 

Faculty  research,  detailed  in  Appendix  I,  attracted  $325,089 
from  external  granting  sources  in  1984-85  compared  with  $357,749  in 
the  previous  year.  In  addition  to  these  projects  important  research 
received  support,  amounting  to  more  than  $259,000,  from  other  non-peer- 
review  sources  and  from  internal  funds,  notably  the  Dean's  Nursing 
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Development  Fund  and  the  Haedke  Research  Fund.  The  need  for  increased 
funding  resources  for  nursing  research  is  clearly  urgent.  To  this  end 
Dr.  Nora  Parker  has  been  involved  in  developing  briefs  to  the  Medical 
Research  Council  (by  a  committee  established  by  the  MRC  and  represen¬ 
tatives  of  CNA,  CAUSN  and  MRC)  and  to  the  Health  Research  and  Develop¬ 
ment  Council  of  Ontario  (by  Ontario  Region,  Canadian  Association  of 
University  Schools  of  Nursing).  The  Faculty  is  also  actively  working 
with  Alumni  and  the  Department  of  Private  Funding  toward  a  major 
increase  in  private  donations  for  support  of  the  Faculty's  work  of 
which  research  is  such  a  major  part. 


Communication  of  this  research,  an  essential  part  of  the 
research  process,  is  detailed  in  Appendix  II,  Publications,  and  Appendix 
III,  Papers  Presented;  to  be  noted  is  the  extent  to  which  Faculty 
scholars  are  sharing  findings  with  national  and  international  audiences. 
Contribution  of  Faculty  members  to  the  building  of  nursing  knowledge 
continues  in  the  areas  important  to  the  practice  of  nursing:  chronicity, 
coping,  persons'  perception  of  health  and  illness,  health  values,  the 
health  practices  of  various  cultures,  longitudinal  study  of  prematurely 
born  infants,  effects  of  psychological  and  environmental  variables 
on  pregnancy  and  childbirth.  Appendices  II  and  III  also  reflect  a  high 
level  of  creative  professional  activity  on  the  part  of  members  of  the 
Faculty . 


The  National  Nursing  Research  Conference,  an  essential  means 
of  communicating  Canadian  nursing  research,  was  sponsored  this  year 
by  the  Faculty  April  9-11,  1985.  Under  the  theme  "Science  for  Quality 
Care"  50  papers  selected  by  the  Scientific  Committee  from  110  abstracts 
submitted  were  presented  and  discussed.  To  mark  the  10th  such  conference 
a  keynote  paper  by  Dr.  Moyra  Allen,  Professor  Emeritus  of  McGill 
University,  provided  a  retrospective  and  prospective  view  of  accomplish¬ 
ments.  An  innovation  at  this  Conference,  a  Workshop  on  Nursing  Research 
on  Pain,  was  supported  by  an  award  from  the  Medical  Research  Council. 
Support  for  the  Conference  was  gratefully  received  from  National  Health 
Research  and  Development  Program,  Alumni  and  a  number  of  other  donors. 
The  Proceedings  of  this  Conference,  with  Professor  Kathleen  King  as 
Senior  Editor,  are  being  prepared  for  publication  in  early  fall. 

The  Faculty  continues  to  publish  the  refereed  Monographs  on 
health  care  topics  in  three  series:  Literature  Review,  History  and 
Perspectives  in  Caring.  The  Alumni  has  consistently  provided  the 
necessary  funding  for  this  important  work. 


The  Faculty's  Research  Resources  Centre  continues  to  provide 
ready  access  to  information  and  publications  available  in  its  limited 
holdings,  through  referral  to  other  sources  of  information  and  as  a 
borrowing  source  for  interlibrary  loans.  Important  aspects  of  this 
Centre  are  its  collection  of  test  materials/research  instruments  and 
its  collection  of  publications  by  Faculty  members. 

The  year  1984-85  marked  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  admission 
of  women  to  the  University  of  Toronto  and  a  multiplicity  of  events 
and  activities  was  mounted  across  the  campus  throughout  the  year  to 
mark  this  occasion  and  to  celebrate  the  contribution  of  women  scholars.

The  10th  National  Nursing  Research  Conference,  reported  earlier,  was 
one  such  event.  Another  such  highlight  was  the  1984  Nettie  Douglas 
Fidler  Lecture,  sponsored  by  the  Alumni  and  the  Faculty.  The  reputation 
of  Dr.  Margretta  Styles,  Dean  of  Nursing  University  of  California  San 
Francisco,  drew  a  large  audience  to  the  Lecture  to  hear  her  paper  "The 
Professionalism,  Progress,  Pride,  and  Promise  of  Canadian  Nursing" 
and  although  Dr.  Styles  was  prevented  by  sudden  illness  from  being 
with  us,  her  thoughtful  words  were  welcomed. 


Among  visitors  to  the  Faculty  in  1984-85  were  a  number  from 
university  nursing  programmes  in  other  parts  of  the  world:  Universidad 
Nacional  "Jose  Faustino  Sanchez  Carrion",  Huacho ,  Peru;  University  of 
California  at  San  Francisco;  University  of  Calgary;  University  of  Tel 
Aviv,  Israel;  University  of  South  Africa;  University  of  Antioquia, 
Medellia,  Colombia.  The  Faculty  welcomes  the  opportunity  to  dialogue 
with  such  visitors  and  values  the  stimulation  which  derives  from  such 
visits.  The  University  of  Toronto  Faculty  of  Nursing  was  asked  by  the 
World  Health  Organization  and  the  University  of  Turku,  Finland,  to 
provide  consultation  to  the  University  of  Turku  in  establishing  a  degree 
programme  in  nursing.  Professor  Phyllis  Jones  undertook  this  assignment 
as  WHO  Consultant  in  February-March ,  1985.  A  continuing  collaborative 
relationship  between  the  two  universities,  Toronto  and  Turku,  has  been 
recommended .

It  is  a  privilege  to  provide  this  overview  of  the  accomplish¬ 
ments  of  the  Faculty  for  a  year  that  had  a  particular  set  of  challenges 
and  concerns.  That  the  high  level  of  achievement,  both  in  quality  and 
in  quantity,  can  be  reported  is  a  tribute  to  a  group  of  able,  dedicated 
and  disciplined  scholars,  non-academic  staff  and  University  colleagues. 
Particular  recognition  goes  to  the  leadership  provided  by  Professor 
Kathleen  Arpin,  Clinical  Coordinator  and  by  those  who  assume  responsi¬ 
bility  for  the  Faculty's  three  areas  of  activity:  Professor  Anna  Jean 
Rouse,  Chairman  of  the  Undergraduate  Programme,  Professor  Nora  Parker, 
Chairman  of  the  Graduate  Department  of  Nursing,  and  Professor  Hattie 
Shea,  Director  of  the  Continuing  Education  Programme  for  Nurses.  The 
reports  in  greater  detail  of  these  programmes  follow. 


UNDERGRADUATE  PROGRAMME 

Enro lment 

As  noted  above,  355  students  were  enrolled  in  full  and  part-time 
undergraduate  study  on  November  1,  1984.  During  the  year  25  students 

withdrew  from  the  programme  and  7  failed  to  achieve  standing,  giving 
an  overall  attrition  rate  of  9.117o  compared  to  7 . 3%  in  1983-84. 

As  reported  in  last  year's  Annual  Report  the  Faculty  through 
its  committees  has  continued  to  invest  much  effort  and  time  aimed  at 
attracting  gradutes  of  diploma  nursing  programmes  to  enrol  in  the 
multiple-entry  Undergraduate  Programme.  Counselling  of  applicants, 
publication  and  interpretation  to  multiple  professional  groups  have 
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resulted  in  no  increase  in  the  applicants  for  either  part-time  or  full¬ 
time  study.  Fifty-two  students  were  eligible  to  register  in  September, 
1984.  Of  this  number,  22  did  not  register  and  6  withdrew  during  the 

year,  giving  an  attrition  rate  of  53.8470.  Thirty  students  were  enrolled 

in  part-time  study  in  Woodsworth  College  in  September,  1984,  compared 
to  46  in  September,  1983;  6  of  the  46  1983  registrants  transferred 

to  full-time  study  in  1984-85.  Review  of  the  experience  of  part-time 
B.Sc.N.  study  has  been  initiated. 

Curriculum 

The  ongoing  work  of  the  Curriculum  Committee  of  Council  and 

its  sub-committee  in  review  of  the  curriculum  resulted  in  no  major 
changes  in  the  curriculum.  Committee  recommendations,  however,  will 
lead  to  efforts  directed  towards  strengthening  the  focus  on  physiology 
and  pathology  in  both  theory  and  clinical  nursing  courses  of  years  II, 
III  and  IV. 

The  Sub-committee  has  recommended  that  the  focus  of  its  work 

for  the  1985-86  session  will  be  centered  on  the  total  Curriculum  with 
a  view  to  making  recommendations  that  would  arise  from  such  an  examina¬ 
tion  for  the  1986-87  academic  year. 

Special  Summer  Programme 

Ten  students  registered  for  the  ten  week  summer  programme 
offering  NUR100A  and  NUR104B.  Five  of  the  10  students  were  admitted 
on  Letter  of  Permission,  3  from  Laurentian  University,  1  from  Queen's 
University  and  1  from  the  University  of  Windsor  School  of  Nursing. 
Applications  for  this  programme  were  lower  this  year  and  a  number 
of  students  who  accepted  the  offer  of  admission  later  declined. 

Summer  Undergraduate  Research  Assistant  Programme 

Four  students  were  awarded  fellowships  under  the  Summer  Under¬ 
graduate  Research  Assistant  Programme  of  the  Life  Sciences  Committee 
of  the  Research  Board,  University  of  Toronto.  The  award  from  the  Life 
Sciences  Committee  was  matched  for  the  students  by  the  Faculty  of 
Nursing  Alumni  Association. 

New  Student  Award 

The  Queen  Elizabeth  II  Toronto  Sesquicentennial  Scholarship 
in  Public  Health  Nursing  was  established  in  the  Faculty  of  Nursing 
by  the  City  of  Toronto  Council  to  commemorate  the  1984  visit  of  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  II  to  Toronto.  The  first  recipient  of  this 
award,  Mrs.  Pauline  Woolley,  received  the  award  at  the  Civic  Honours 
Ceremony  at  the  City  Hall  in  March,  1985. 

GRADUATE  DEPARTMENT  OF  NURSING 

The  1984-85  academic  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  graduate 
faculty.  In  addition  to  a  growing  student  body  and  consequently  heavy 
thesis  load,  graduate  faculty  have  continued  their  scholarly  endeavours; 
the  OCGS  review  has  been  ongoing;  and,  some  major  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  curriculum.  The  following  report  elaborates  some  of  the 
detail  of  this  work.

Curriculum 

The  Graduate  Curriculum  Committee  continued  work  on  revision 
of  the  curriculum  during  this  year  and  finalized  this  work  in  a  two-day 
workshop  in  February.  A  number  of  recommendations  were  presented  to 
graduate  faculty  at  the  March  Graduate  Faculty  Committee  Meeting  and 
after  further  consideration,  were  voted  on  at  the  final  May  meeting. 
One  of  the  most  significant  changes  approved  was  the  division  of  the 
Advanced  Clinical  Nursing  Course,  a  full  course,  into  two  half  courses. 
The  first  clinical  course  will  begin  in  the  second  term  of  the  first 
session,  while  the  second  half  course  will  be  offered  subsequent  to 
the  May  Experience  (usually  in  the  fall  term  of  the  second  session). 
It  is  anticipated  that  this  change  will  strengthen  the  clinical  compon¬ 
ent  of  the  programme,  as  students  have  acquired  more  of  a  theoretical 
base  for  practice,  and  the  Year  II  clinical  component  should  be  richer 
because  of  the  May  consolidation.  It  will  also  ease  the  very  heavy 
first  term  and  may  facilitate  student  research. 


Since  Dr.  Jacqueline  Chapman  will  be  on  sabbatical  leave  during 
the  1985-86  academic  year,  Dr.  Margaret  Cahoon  has  agreed  to  teach 
the  research  course  (NUR1004Y)  for  the  year.  Dr.  Cahoon' s  appointment 
to  graduate  faculty  for  1985-86  has  been  approved  by  the  School  of 
Graduate  Studies. 


OCGS  Review 

The  second  phase  of  the  OCGS  Review  is  now  underway.  The  first 
consultant,  Dr.  Ida  Martinson,  made  a  two  day  visit  in  May,  meeting 
with  graduate  faculty,  students  and  decanal  staff  at  SGS .  Resources, 
such  as  the  Research  Resources  Centre  and  the  Library  were  examined. 
The  second  consultant,  Dr.  Rhetagh  Dumas,  also  made  a  two  day  visit 
in  June.  The  consultants  are  given  six  weeks  in  which  to  prepare  a 
report  of  their  visits  for  the  Appraisals  Committee  of  OCGS.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  will  have  an  opportunity  to  respond  to  the  reports. 

Prior  to  the  consultants'  visits,  an  addendum  to  the  report 
written  last  year  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  SGS.  The  addendum 
provides  an  update  on  enrolment,  faculty  teaching  loads,  particularly 
with  respect  to  student  theses,  and  length  of  time  to  degree.  Plans 
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for  achieving  a  more  reasonable  faculty/ student  ratio  and  thus  providing 
graduate  faculty  with  time  to  maintain  their  own  scholarly  activities, 
were  also  outlined.  This  addendum  was  forwarded  to  OCGS  and  the 
consultants  also  received  copies. 


Thanks  are  due  to  members  and  associate  members  of  graduate 
faculty  who  suggested  a  variety  of  short  and  long  term  strategies  that 
might  be  used  to  deal  with  the  identified  problems. 

M.Sc.N.  Graduate  Survey 

A  very  brief  questionnaire  was  sent  to  109  M.Sc.N.  graduates 
for  whom  Alumni  Affairs  could  provide  valid  addresses.  Forty-nine 
(44.97,)  graduates  responded.  Of  these,  20  (40.87,)  are  currently  members 
of  university  faculties,  17  (34.67,)  are  in  administrative  positions, 
and  6  (12.27,)  are  clinical  nurse  specialists.  Fifteen  of  the  respondents 
indicated  that  their  thesis  had  led  to  a  publication  and  20  (40.87,) 
stated  they  had  had  other  publications  since  graduation.  Involvement 
in  research  was  impressive:  31  (63.27,)  were  or  are  involved  in  research, 
with  26  (537>)  of  the  projects  funded.  A  large  number,  36  (74.47,)  had 
presented  papers  to  a  wide  variety  of  audiences. 


Appointments  to  Graduate  Faculty 

Dr.  Hilary  Llewe 1 lyn-Thomas ,  who  has  accepted  a  position  as 
Research  Associate  in  the  Division  of  Biological  Research  with  the 
Ontario  Cancer  Institute  as  of  July  1,  1985,  has  been  appointed  to 
the  graduate  faculty  as  an  Associate  Member  for  a  further  four  year 
term.  Recommendations  for  new  appointments  to  graduate  faculty  and 
for  extensions  or  reappointment  of  current  associate  members  have  been 
submitted  to  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies.

activity  in  CE  courses  of  similar  content  and  depth  as  our  courses; 

the  shift  in  focus  of  our  courses  toward  university-prepared  nurses;

and  the  limited  Faculty  time  and  resources  available  to  evaluate  the 
present  CE  programme  and  make  necessary  needs  assessment  for  future 
planning.  The  Director's  time  commitment  has  been  reduced  to  .25  FTE . 
It  is  recommended  that  the  Faculty  re-examine  its  commitment  to  CE 

in  terms  of  the  resources  available  for  this  programme. 

The  Director  and  Secretary  were  very  much  involved  in  the 

organization  of  and  planning  for  the  10th  National  Nursing  Research 
Conference  held  in  April.  Although  attendance  was  less  than  hoped  for, 
the  conference  was  highly  praised  by  the  participants  and  we  were 
pleased  to  be  part  of  the  activity.  We  were  asked  by  the  Victorian 

Order  of  Nurses  (VON)  to  plan  a  special  programme  on  the  management 
of  persons  with  chronic  respiratory  disease..  This  week-long  course
